THE MILITARY STRENGTH OF 
E UROPEAN A RMIES. 



The recent newspaper war between 
Germany and Russia having given riso 
to many speculations concerning the 
offensive and defensive power of sev- 
eral European States, some particulars 
respecting various armies, which Lave 
been furnished to us on good authority 
may be read with interest at this mom- 
ent. To begin with Germany, the re- 
orgnization of that army was fully car- 
ried out in 1866, since which time the 
annual recruiting has produced 1,300,- 
000 men. After making duo deduc- 
tions for dead, sick, etc., the strength 
of the German army may now be fairly 
put at 1,250,000 men of tho line, and 
the Reserves anil the First Landwehr, 
all of whom are thoroughly drilled, and 
ready to enter the field at any moment. 
These men are of various ages, from 
twenty to thirty-two years. Besides 
these, the German Government can 
call out the Second Landwehr and tho 
Landsturm, which include all the 
drilled soldiors from 32 to f)0 years of 
age These would, after making due 
deductions number 1,300,000 men. 
All these 2,550,000 soldiers can be 
marched out in twenty-four hours after 
being called, as all the Quartermaster's 
arrangements are made in time of 
ueaco to enable this to be done. From 
(his total must be deducted 200,000 
for tho fortresses, 150,000 for the coasts 
and against Denmark and 100,000 for 
depots; so that 2,100,000 men arc 
available for real warfare, the 
last of whom would only require a 
fortnight at the most to be on the front- 
iers. Tho border fortilications on the 
French side are completely finished 
and are fully armed. They are furnish- 
ed with largo stores of provisions, ami 
communicate with the interior of the 
country by means of good railways. 
France has, of course, good fortres- 
ses on the German frontier, and these 
are strengthened by smaller barricad- 
ing forts, but, in addition to tho fact 
that they will not be completed and in 
thorough working order before 1881, 
Germany has the advantage of a con- 
vox frontier, which would facilitate 
concentric attacks, sueh as are regard- 
ed by military authorities as tho most 
successful. Tho strength of tho French 
army is, on paper, 3,UOO,000 men, but 
Sir Garnet Wolsoley, as well as other 
authorities, calculate it as only about 
1,800,000, among whom are more 
than 600,000 undrilled men. Besidos 
this, the stato of the territorial army 
and the Garde Mobile is so doubtful 
that Franco is considered to have really 
for the beginning of a war not more 
than 1,000,000, of whom -100,000 
must be deducted for garrisons etc., 
leaving 600,000 really available for 
action. Russia's force, although given 
on paper at 1,800,000 men, cannot, as 
was explained at the beginning of the 
recent dispute, exceed 400,000 men on 
tho German frontier.

MR. GLADSTONE "INTER- 
VIEWED:' 



Mr. Gladstone lias been "interview- 
ed," not by the ubiquitous Yankee 
reporter ; but by a French journalist, 
who communicates the fruits of his in- 
quiries to a Parisian newspaper. To 
this gentleman Mr. Gladstone said he 
thought that Lords Hartington and 
Granville would be capable of guid- 
ing the nafl^ljjp caso of a Liberal vic- 
tory next year. He would himself only 
assume "office at the urgent request of 
tho nation. Mr. Gladstone deprecated 
contention with Russia about Afghan- 
istan, and said he believed there would 
not be any. India had absolutely 
nothing to fear from Russia, which has 
as much as she can do to hold her con- 
quests in Turkistan. The Austro- 
German alliance, he said, was doubtless 
intended as a check to Russia, but the 
importance of such an alliance should 
not be exaggerated, as Bismarck would 
abandon it as readily as ho had aban- 
doned Parliamentary parties which had 
served his purpose. Gladstone thought 
France and England had made a mis- 
take in permitting Turkey to resume 
her privileges in Egypt by the deposi- 
tion of the Khedive; that it was a mis- 
take to exclude other European powers 
from sharing in Egyptian control. 
England's road to India must be re- 
tained by keeping up her maritime 
supremacy. Gladstone said his recent 
visit to Italy satisfied hira that the 
Italia Irridenta question would not 
prove a source of danger to the peace 
of Italy. He believed that the next 
election in England would return a 
Liberal majority. He pointed out 
Lord Derby's course as an important 
sign of the times. He expressed a 
flattering opinion of the present posi- 
tion and future prospects of France, 
and did not believe such episodes as the 
election of Humbert were of any im- 
portance. Tho Telegraph, of Paris, 
also reports an interview with Glad 
stone, who is represented as saying 
that the present French Constitution 
was likewise excellent for that country, 
and that since the civil war the Ameri- 
can Government had given repeated 
proof of wisdom, English thinkers, 
he said, had watched with sympathetic 
curiosity the spectacle of a great nation 
under a purely elective government.

B'red'k. Roynolds, judgment debtor; Mrs. 
Isabella Simpson, garnishee. His Honor 
gave judgment in this caso as follows: 
On the 18th of July, 1879, an order of 
the Court was made that all debts owing 
or accruing from the garnishee to the judg- 
ment debtor, should be attached to 
answer a judgment, recovered by the judg- 
ment creditor against the judgment 
debtor for §8-1 and costs; and it was further 
ordered that, the garnishee attend to show 
cause why she should not pay the judg- 
ment creditor the amount due by her to 
tho judgment debtor, or so much as 
would satisfy tho judgment dobt. Subse- 
quent proceedings showed that the dobt 
in question had boon assigned to a third 
party, but nc notico of the assignment had 
been given to the garnishee. It appoars, 
therefore, that tiie judgment creditor had 
grounds for taking proceedings, and I shall 
not interfero with the order of attach- 
ment which may be available when all 
equitable claims of tho assignee shall bo 
satisfied, In giving this decision, I havo 
boon guided by tho ruling in the case of 
Hirst and others vs. Coateo, Fountain and 
others. (Law Journal, vol, 34, p. 315.)

A more melancholy spectacle than that 
of a man borne down with the weight of 
years — who for more than half a century 
has filled positions of trust in Canada, 
who has been leader of a Government, 
who was honored with knighthood by his 
sovereign, and who has served tho Im- 
perial Government efficiently and well — 
arraigned in a criminal court at Montreal 
to tako his trial for making a falso return 
of a banking account, could not well bo 
imagined. Tho spocific grounds upon 
which Sir Francis Hincks was tried are 
tho3e: Tho return of tho condition of the 
Consolidated Bank, of which Sir Francis 
Hincks was Prosident, forwarded to the 
Government on tho 31st of January last, 
was as follows : "Deposits payable on de- 
mand, §2,180,373. CI; deposits payable 
after notico on a fixed day, §2,013,098.02; 

due to other banks in Canada? . [Tho 

prosecution contend that tho amount 
should havo been specified, and that the 
omission is a criminal omission .] Specie, 
§311,400.85; Dominion notes, §207,- 
733.50; notes of and cheques on other 
banks, §203,838.99; notos and bills dis- 
counted, §7,250,149.45; other assets, not 
included under any of the foregoing 

hoads in tho said return, § ." The 

prosecution held that tho amount should 
have been stated and tho verdict has sus- 
tained tho prosocution. Tho remaining 
directors, who wero indicted with Sir 
Francis, will probably pload guilty. The 
evidonco, so far as it has reached us, dis- 
closes lamentable negligence, but nothing 
criminal, and on this ground it i3 thought 
tho sentences will not bo sevorc. 



Nanaimo Items. —The Free Press says: 
For several weeks past the South Wel- 
lington Coal company havo boon sinking 
a bore on their property between tho two 
bridgos, that cross the Millstream, and 
noar the rosidohco of Mr. R. Wingate, 
the manager of tho colliery. On Satur- 
day last their persistent labors wero fully 
erownod with succoss, for at a depth of 
350 foot from tho surfaco tho boring rods 
struck tho coal. For olovon foot the 
bore went through good hard coal, and 
showed a clearly defined seam of 11 foot 
of coal, similar to that now being minod 
at the shaft.

Tho Voluntoor Piro Department. 

Editor Colonist: — For tho infor- 
mation of tho members of the Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Ratepayers I 
consider it advisablo to stato some par- 
ticulars inspecting the present organi- 
zation, and also the causes which led to 
my introducing certain resolutions at 
meetings of tho City Council. 

At the first meeting of the City 
Council I was appointed to act as one 
of the FirewardonB, and 1 began to 
look into tho present organization. 
When the fires occurred at Mr. Fin- 
layson's barn, on Langloy street and at 
Muhlioad & Marin's sash factory, I was 
at once convinced that tho work of ex- 
tinguishing would bo much better done 
by a smaller body of men under care- 
fullv .selected and responsible foremen ; 
that thore would bo less confusion and 
less destruction of property ; that the 
polico should bo employed to keep back 
tho crowd and to see that the firemen 
wero not interrupted or thoir attention 
diverted from their work. 

The next step was to ascertain the 
cost of the present organization, and 
when I found that the amount of pub- 
lic money paid over to the Volunteer 
Firo Department for

paid ill four years ; that the amount for 
1879 will be §9,000, and that tho 
amount is annually increasing ; that 
the Fire Department rendered no de- 
tailed accounts of how these sums wero 
expended ; that they are initially dis- 
tributing large sums of money amongst 
themselves in salaries to officers elected 
by a body of 182 members — 103 of 
whom do not contribute to the City 
revenue, — I thought that with all con- 
sideration and gratitude to those mem- 
bers of the department who have hith- 
erto given their services gratuitously, 
that a better system should be intro- 
duced, and at my instance the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed at a meeting of the Council held 
14th May, 1879: 

RESOLUTION. 

' ' That the Mayor and Council request 
the Board of Delegates of the Victoria 
Fire Department on or before tho 30th of 
Juno, if practicable, to hand over to them 
the engines, hoso carts, hose, buildings 
and all apparatus belonging to tho city, 
and now under tho charge of the Victoria 
Firo Department ; and also to furnish an 
soon as practicable an inventory of all 
plant, buildings, ifce. , &c, and all pro- 
perty at present under the chargo of the 
Victoria Firo Department. 

" That tho Clerk bo instructed to send 
a copy of this Resolution to the President 
of tho Victoria Firo Department, and also 
to ask tho members of the Board of Dele- 
gates to co-operate with tho City Council 
in devising a scheme to put a Fire De- 
partment on a proper and efficient basis." 

To the request contained therein the 
Firo Department returned a denial. 
After tho question of a change of sys- 
tem bad been ventilated at two meet- 
ings with some of the members of tho 
Board of Delegates it was considered 
unadvisable to attempt to make so sud- 
den a change from a volunteer to a 
paid department, and it was proposed 
to ask the fire companies if they would 
consent to the election of the paid otli- 
cers being left to the Ratepayers. Upon 
this ?j"est'on being asked the depart- 
ment returned an unqualified "Va" 

[ am still of opinion tha* with the 
sum at the disposal of the City Council 
Fin efficient paid lire department could 
be ^laiatained. My opinion is based 
on rigures made upon estimates fur- 
nished by experienced firemen. Still, I 
admitting that it is not desirable to 
make so sudden a change, the question I 
for the Ratepayers is this : Is the [ire- 
sent condition of the organization for 
the protection of the City against fire 
such as they wish to seo continued 1 
and looking to the above statement of 
facts do the Ratepayers wish their re- 
presentatives to take any further steps 
to effect a change?

Mr. Wy- 
man ; the printer of Truth, was arraign- 
ed also in Court. Labouchere was not 
represented by counsel. Mr. Poland, 
Q. C, and the Attorney-General ap- 
peared for the" editor of tho Telegraph. 
A large number of legal luminarii ■ 
were presont. The first witness was 
Mr. Lawson, who testified as to tho 
publication of the libel and then nar- 
rated tho details of the assualt substan- 
tially as per his heretofore published 
statements. The question incidentally 
arose among the lawyers as to whether 
a dead man could bo libelled, and Law- 
son remarked that the,, only way he 
could revengo himself on Labouohero 
for the insult on his dead mnolo pub- 
lished in Truth was by inflicting a 
thrashing. Labouchere then cross-ex- 
amined Lawson at length, but failed to 
break down his oestimony. Great bit- 
terness was manifested on both sides. 
Further hearing of tho case was finally 
adjourned until to-morrow week.

GREAT STORM IN NOVA SCOTIA. 



THE BRITISH OCCUPATION OF 
AFGHANISTAN TO BE PER- 
MANENT. 



Tho Country Virtually Annoxod. 



CANADA. 

Halifax, Oct. 29. — A rainstorm ar.d 
heavy south east gale commenced last 
night and continued till a late hour 
this morning. It was very severe, and 
fences and trees in this city suffered 
considerably. Telegrams from various 
points in the Province report the storm 
severe, rain very heavy and tides high. 
There is every appearance of another 
storm to-night. 

Halifax, Oct. 30. — The storm yes- 
terday was felt severely in tho eastern 
portion of Nova Scotia. At Port Mul- 
grave a hurricane raged all morning 
doing immenso damage to buildings and 
wharves. Four schooners arc ashore 
at Hastings and one at Capo Jack 
light. Sovon buildings wore blown 
down. Such a severe storm was never 
experienced before in that section. A 
telegram from Port Hastings says tho 
most severe gale ever experienced in 
that locality raged hero from early 
morning till noon whon it reachod its 
height. A number of buildings were 
blown down. Roofs of others were 
blown to pieces and came away with 
tho wind ; scarcely a building in the 
placo has escaped damage. It is re- 
ported that a house was blown down at 
Capo Jack, killing an elderly woman. 
Reports from everywhere in the Pro- 
vinco toll the same story of disaster. 

PACIFIC COAST. 
San Francisco, Oct. 29.— W. H. 
Henderson, commercial editor of tho 
Chronicle, committed suicide in the 
Arion Saioon at tho corner of Kearney 
and Sutter streets, at about one o'clock 
this afternoon by shooting himself in 
tho head. He wrote a note to a friend 
attributing his act to domestic and 
pecuniary troubles. Ho had lost con- 
siderable money in stocks lately. Ho 
died oarly this evening. 

SCOTLAND. 
London, Oct. 29. — John Blackwood, 
senior partner of tho firm of Blackwood 
it Sons, of Blackwood's Magazine, of 
Edinburg, is doad. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 30. — The price of tin 
in Cornwall yesterday fell .£3 per ton. 

A supplement to the London Gazett* 
publishes a proclamation summoning 
Parliament for the 19th December. 
The proclamation is in the usual form, 
but does not contain the words " for 
dispatch of business," which would be 
necessary if a session was contemplat- 
ed before Christmas. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
A dispatch from Cabul says the po- 
pulation of Cabul is quiet, but sullen. 
There can bo no doubt that beneath is 
a deep dread of British dominion. The 
Cabulees are kept down simply by fear 
and would rise if they saw a chance of 
success. 

Simla, Oct. 30. — By order of the 
Viceroy of India Sir Frederick Rob- 
erts has issued a proclamation .stating 
that in consequence of the abdication 
or the Ameer and the outrage at the 
British residency the British Govern- 
ment has been compelled to occupy 
Cabul and other portions of Afghanis- 
tan. Afghan authorities and chiefs 
and Sirdars are instruotcd by proclama- 
tion to continue to maintain order in 
the districts under their control and 
are invited to hold a joint consultation 
with General Roberts. Tho people of 
the occupied districts will be treated 
with justice and benevolence and their 
religion and customs rospected. Loy- 
alty and good service to tho British 
crown will bo suitably rewarded, but 
all offenders against English adminis- 
tration will be punished. Arrange- 
ments for the permanent administra- 
tion of the country will be made after 
tho above method of consultation has 
been held. 

UNITED STATES. 
Parker, Pa., Oct. 30 — A destruc- 
tive fire occurred this morning, origin- 
ating at half-past three in a small office 
and was evidently the work of an in- 
condiary. The fire spread so rapidly 
on account of the high winds and the 
scarcity of water that but little could 
be done to arrest the flames until that 
portion lying between the Mansion 
Housa and Wilson k, Manifold's dry- 
goods house and from the river to the 
bluff was totally destroyed. About 
ono hundred buildings comprising the 
principal business portion of the town 
wero burned, involving a loss of prob- 
ably §200,000, upon which thorn is but 
littlo insurance, as policies were gen- 
erally cancelled. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

TEE GREAT STORM IN ST0VA 
SCOTIA. 

Estenslvo Damaso to Shipping. 

Halifax, Oct, 31. — Later news- 
shows that the storm which visited the 
eastern section of tho Province on 
Wednesday, was more severo and de- 
structive than at first supposed, At 
Guysboro, bridges on the upper and 
lower Salmon river were swept away, 
wharves damaged, houses and barns 
blown down, a number of schooners 
driven on shore and Hugh N. Eraser 
and Mrs. Havin killed by the falling 
of a roof and chimney. At Hawkes- 
bury and Canso tho damngo dono at 



sea and ashore was very great; build- 
ings in both towns being leveled to tho 
ground, while wrecks of vessels litter 
the beach. In addition to wrecks, 
thirty vessels are ashore in Causo 
Straits. At Crow Harbor and other 
places, damage was also severe. 

San Francisco., Oct. 31. — Recount 
which has been going on at the re- 
quest of Stately, the defeated working- 
men's candidate for superintendent of 
srteets, was dismissed to-day, when 
partly finished, the applicant failing to 
pay costs in accordance with law. 

Pu I lade lph i a, Oct. 30. — Isaac Jacob- 
son a sailor, recently convicted of 
the murder of Charles D. Brooks, 
mate of the ship Sea King, on 
tho 17th of August last was to-day 
sentenced to bo hanged on the 4th of 
January next.

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 31. — Lady Gooch, wife 
of Sir Francis Gooch, wellk nown in con- 
nection with an attempt to palm off a 
spurious child on her husband, is doad. 

John Baldwin Backstono, tho fa- 
mous comedian and many years lessee 
of Haymarket Thoatre. died this morn- 
ing in Synenham, agod seventy-seven. 

In Halbstad, in Bilder, a district of 
Cessarabra, the wells used by a Ger- 
man colony, havo been poisoned with 
arsenic and hundreds of persons aro ill. 
Five havo died. Perpetrators of tho 
ciimo not yet discovered. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Oct. 31. — Abolition"sts rre 
preparing for a great meeting in favor 
of sincere measures for tho omancip uioa 
of slaves in Cuba and liberal orators 
and statesmen aro united to assist in 
tho movement. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Oct. 31. — The official returns 
to be laid before the Chamber of Depu- 
ties shows that 3,0G5 Communists wero 
amnestied — 1,300 being prisonors and 
1,700 condemned by default. About 
ono thousand remain excluded.
